Plant these now 
lor spring color

Oriental poppies make riotous color display 


BOLD, WINTER-HARDY Oriental poppies bring varia- 
tions of orange, crimson, scarlet, pink, mulberry, and white 
to your spring garden. They’re easy to grow in well-drained 
soil in sunny locations. Buy roots, or lift, divide, and reset 
crowded clumps in your garden. Root cuttings, planted in 
August or September after leaves die back and plant is dor- 
mant, produce a crop of leaves that last through winter. 


Lift poppy clumps carefully, as 
roots are brittle and easily broken. 
Get as much of the root as possible, 
at least six inches. Pull the roots 
apart with your fingers to separate 


Cut roots into pieces; plant in well- 
drained soil dug the depth of your 
spade. Set the roots topside up |! 
inches deep and 2 feet apart. Hill 
up soil so poppies grow on a mound 
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D.. you envy your neighbors’ flower gardens last spring 


and wonder how in the world they did it-——-how they got such 
gorgeous, big blooms—so quickly—and apparently without 
turning a hoe? 

Chances are, they achieved this seeming ‘“‘miracle’”’ by 
planning and actually doing the work a good six months be- 
fore—like the efficient homemaker who does her Christmas 
shopping in August! 

You, too, can be the envy of your friends early next spring 

have beautiful Oriental poppies, Madonna lilies, pansies, 
and geraniums—if you plant them right now. 

For Madonna lilies, you plant bulbs; for pansies, you sow 
seeds; Oriental poppies, you plant roots; and for geraniums, 
you root slips. Here are specific directions for starting these 
choice plants now for early bloom next spring: 


Madonna lilies—tall, vigorous. fragrant 


PURE WHiTE TRUMPETS and bright yellow pollen are 
characteristic of Madonna lilies. Strong stems bear 15 to 20 
blooms at once. Plant grows 3 feet tall. It’s the only com- 
monly grown lily that develops a rosette of leaves in fall that 
stavs green all winter. Plant Cascade strain where available; 
and plant only healthy bulbs, free of brown color at base and 
in root area. Plant where they'll get full sun and good air 
circulation for prevention of disease. When you dig holes 
for bulbs, spade in compost or peat. Lilies need moisture 
around roots, but excess water must drain quickly, Although 
the tops need sun, the soil around plants must be protected 
from sun with mulch or with small plants like sedums.

Bulb tip should be 2 inches from

What good parents can learn 


trom had boys

‘ie ad has never appeared in a newspaper, 
but it might, if it were possible to sell and move 
the expensive white elephant that is the “‘securi- 
ty building” at the lowa Training School for 
Boys at Eldora, Iowa. 

What has a training school for delinquent 
boys got to do with you? “Plenty,” says Hollis L. 
Miles, superintendent of the training school at 
Eldora, where boys who have run afoul of the 
law are sent by the juvenile courts. “From the 
experiences of boys like ours, parents can learn 
how to make their own children happier. 

“The delinquent child,” Miles said as we 
talked in his office, “is first of all an unhappy 
child. And there are, in thousands of good 
American homes, unhappy and maladjusted 
children whose parents love them, but aren't fill- 
ing their needs. These children may never be- 
come delinquents before the law, but they can 
grow into emotionally lopsided personalities. I 
believe if parents used the same methods pre- 
ventively that we use curatively, they would do 
much to prevent the real delinquency—that is 
the unhappiness—of their children.” 


You may wonder what the superintendent of 


a reform school can tell you about raising your 
children. And with reason! The record is noto- 
riously poor for many American institutions con- 
cerned with delinquent youngsters. And the 
products they turn out can hardly be held up as 
examples of what you should aim for in your 
children. But Hollis Miles can back up what he 
says. He can point to his achievement as the man 
who reformed the reformatory. 

Until a few years ago, the Eldora school was 
like an institution out of Charles Dickens. Whip- 
pings and beatings were common, occasionally 
severe enough to hospitalize; and one boy was 
actually beaten to death. Riots and escapes were 
numerous with boys as young as 10), and no older 
than 18 years. 

In 1945, after a particularly severe riot, the 
security building, a model junior prison com- 
plete with iron bars and solitary cells, was erect- 


ed at a cost of $250,000. But it, too, was the scene 
of riots as punishment continued to be severe, 
escapes constant, and boys unruly. It was at this 
point that an aroused public and official opinion 
resulted in a new approach to the handling of 
delinquent boys 

In 1948 Hollis Miles, who had spent 20 years 
as a state parole agent working with parolees 
from Eldora, was named superintendent of the 
training school. Since that time the Eldora story 
has changed. Today, the average population of 
the school has dropped from 600 to under 200. 
The new junior prison is a white elephant, used 
mainly as an orientation center for new boys. Al- 
though the fence has been removed from around 
the school, the number of escapes has dropped 
from a monthly average of 18 or 20 to about 2. 
More important, 85 percent of the boys who 
leave Eldora never run into trouble with the law 
again, an indication that the stay in Eldora 
changed something inside the boy. 

With these facts in mind, I went to see Super- 
intendent Miles to find out what he had learned 
about handling boys that would be of value to 
the average parent trying to solve average family 
problems. 


As we talked in his office, Miles said: ‘Perhaps 
the most important thing I have learned in over 
20 years of working with boys is this: There is no 


short cut to being a good parent; there is no easy 
way; there is no substitute for time and effort. 

‘Each child is an individual and must be 
handled according to his individual nature. He 
must be made to feel important, but not all-im- 
portant; protected, but not overprotected; dis- 
ciplined, not punished; guided, but not dominat- 
ed. Add to this the learning of a good moral 
sense, the ability to be self-critical and recognize 
his own conscience, and you have our program 
for helping boys whose own parents have let 
them down.” 

Miles pointed to a row of filing cabinets 
against the wall. ‘‘Records by the thousands,” 
he said. ‘‘Each one the story of how some child’s 
parents failed to fit him for normal life, who 
didn’t know or didn’t care about the needs of a 
child, any child. Like Steve.” 

Steve was sent to Eldora for stealing. At the 
training school, he resisted every attempt to help 
solve his problem. When they tried to talk to 
him, his mouth tightened, he stared straight 
ahead, acted as though he had heard nothing, 
and gave no answer.

Nicotine potency stepped up 


Ihe killing action of old-time insecticide, nicotine, 
can be increased 10 times by mixing it with polyethyl- 
ene glycol compounds, experiments at Connecticut 
Agricultural Experiment Station show. Alone, nico- 
tine is one of the most effective insecticides for con- 
trolling aphids 

Polyethylene glycol apparently increases the power 
of the nicotine to penetrate the skin of the insect. This 
suggests, however, that toxicity tests on humans and 
animals are needed before the mixture is distributed 
widely.: Nicotine is a dangerous material to handle if 
there is a possibility of skin absorption, and stepping 
up this effect may make it too powerful for general use

Delphinium-planting pointer 


Good gardeners in the past always insisted on planting 
perennial delphinium in late August, when fresh seed 
was available. Old seed refused to germinate. But late 
planting meant a race between the flower seedling and 
frost, and winter losses were heavy 

Modern seedsmen, however, refrigerate old del- 
phinium seed at a temperature of 42 degrees. The re- 
frigerated seed germinates even better than fresh seed, 
and can be planted in June or July. Thus seedlings 
get an earlier start and more of them survive the haz- 
ards of winter. 

Since delphinium seed won't begin to grow in warm 
temperatures, it must be mixed with damp sand or 
peatmoss and stored in the refrigerator for a week or 
more before planting. 


Tomato history 


Tomato color is more than skin deep, says the Univer- 
sitv of California 

Actually, many tomatoes have colorless skins, in- 
herited from the colorless ancestor, which had white 
flesh and a colorless skin. A “sport” or variation of the 
parent stock for some reason acquired the ability to 
produce and store carotene in the flesh around the 
seed, and apparently gave rise to the red, scarlet, pink, 


and orange tomatoes of today. 


Lindane for vine bugs 


Most practical material to control insect pests on 
melons and cucumbers is lindane, according to experi- 
ments at South Carolina Experiment Station

Science spends $1,000,000 
fo lick a garden threat 


By Dr. BR. Milton Carleton 


Redspider-mites probably are the hidden cause of more plant trou- 


bles you haven’t been able to diagnose around your home than any 


other single pest. They’re partial to roses, evergreens, beans, and 


fruit trees. Scientists have developed three new and different chem- 


icals that promise mastery. You will be able to buy all three in 1952 


i dime-novel heroes racing to snatch a 


lovely heroine from the wheels of an onrushing 
express, American scientists are hurrying to save 
gardens and farms from a major insect pest. 

Red spider—so called although spider-mite 
actually isn’t a spider and is seldom red—can 
turn your bean patch into a mass of seared leaves 
in a matter of days. Far more universal in its 
appetite than the European corn borer, which 
takes an annual toll counted in millions, red 
spider sucks life juices from such diverse and val- 
uable plants as evergreens, citrus trees, cotton, 
apples, and roses. The effect you see is foliage 
browning, like stippling. The tiny mites, them- 
selves, are nearly invisible; if you shake an in- 
fested plant over a sheet of white paper, they'll 
appear like reddish dust 

“Why worry about red spider?” asks the gar- 
dener who hasn't experienced a recent full-scale 
invasion. “‘We’ve always had red spider, but a 
whiff of sulfur will take care of it. 

That was true in the past. But something has 
happened in the last 15 years. Old remedies don’t 
always work, Sometimes dusting sulfur won't do 
the trick. 


Rea spider began building up in the late Thir- 
ties—several species—before DDT was even a 
gleam in the chemist’s eve. Then that miracle 
chemical exploded like a bomb on the insecti- 
cide world. Touted as the answer to all insecticide 
problems, it was applied to everything that grew. 
By killing off natural insect enemies, DDT 
allowed red spider to multiply dangerously. 

In less than 30 days, a single red spider can 
have 13,000,000 living descendants if air tem- 


peratures are high and stay above 80 degrees. 

Almost overnight, red spider became a serious 
pest. Resistant strains developed from nonresist- 
ant strains. Tested under glass, red spider has de- 
veloped resistance to what was thought to be a 
universal insecticide, Parathion. Bean growers, 
cotton planters, nurserymen, home gardeners 
began to cry for relief 

Controls for red spider got the green light from 
both government and commercial research 
agencies. During the past year or two, more than 
a million dollars has been spent trying to find a 
remedy. Out of this work have emerged three 
new materials, developed solely to kill red spider.

- three are Aramite (Naugatuck Chemical 
Division, United States Rubber Company), 
Dimite (Sherwin Williams Research), and K- 
6451 (Dow Chemical Company). More than 30 
experiment stations throughout the country have 
recommended one or more of them in spray 
schedules, even before they were available in 
commercial quantities 

A complex sulfite, Aramite technical, 2-(p-tert- 
butylphenox) propyl -chloroethyl sulfite, was 
sold to large-scale users last year. Sulfites ordi- 
narily are passed up by plant scientists as danger- 
ous to both plants and man. Their effect on 
plants usually is worse than the conditions they 
are used to control. Moreover, they develop such 
high internal pressures that they are dangerous 
to ship and use. Yet these are powerful controls 
for red spider

S, your house is getting more cramped every day. The 
children are growing up, in-laws are moving in, hobbies 
are crowding you. Do you need a bigger house? 

Not necessarily—especially if high living costs are put- 
ting the squeeze on your housing budget. Because there 
is one way you can still get a real bargain in living space. 
Just make full use of a// space you have roofed over and 
walled in. An inside finishing job shouldn't cost you more 
than half what the same space would come to in an ad- 
dition or a new house. 

In pages that follow, we take you step by step through 
one big finishing and decorating job—the attic. In the

IN THIS DAY of cramped quarters and larger families, 


attic space is too valuable to remain a dusty catchall.

If you are willing to spend plenty of time and energy, 
you may be able to handle all of the remodeling work 
yourself. But we recommend professional help with 
plumbing, wiring, and heating extensions, at least (see 
sketch, right). And you may need the aid of a skilled car- 
penter, as with cutting and framing a difficult dormer or 
rebuilding a staircase. 

It’s wise to determine your need for skilled help in 
advance, so you can get firm cost estimates before you are 
too far into the project to turn back.

You can't stop Corpus Christi! 


Here’s a good example of what you, as a private citizen, can do 


to improve the looks —and the future — of your home town

q ¥ could be the story of your town. What has hap- 
pened in Corpus Christi, Texas, could happen in any city 
or crossroad town in America. It just takes one good idea 
to get things started. 

What has taken place in Corpus Christi can be simply 
stated; but there is a human angle to the story that’s more 
important than the fact that the city won the sweepstakes 
award in Better Homes & Gardens More Beautiful Amer- 
ica competition. The award was made for civic beautifi- 
cation work carried on between April 1, 1949, and 
November 1, 1950. But the story begins long before that. 

It begins for us on a Sunday morning—September 14, 
1919—when Corpus Christi was a cluster of wooden 
houses along the crescent-shaped bay off the Gulf of Mex- 
ico. The city had been dreaming of the day when it 
would be designated as a deepwater port by the federal 
government. It was dreaming, too, of a future built on 


cotton and oil. And then the ‘“‘great storm,” a gale that 
had been brewing in the Gulf, slammed a 10-foot tidal 
wave on the bay shore. It swept the low-lying areas clean 
and left 400 dead.

Phe hurricane is history. But if the test of character is 
how one reacts to trouble, Corpus Christi’s recovery from 
this solid body blow was the first indication of a character 
trait that has developed despite the city’s growth from 
10,000 in 1920 to more than 108,000 today. That trait is a 
combination of rugged determination and civic pride. Call 
it community spirit or simple ‘‘hoss sense,”’ but that trait 
tells you that a city should never get so big that its citizens 
can’t “get together and lick a problem,” or go down to the 
city hall or the zoning commission and say, ‘“‘Look here, 
I think we've got a legitimate gripe out in our neighbor- 
hood you ought to know about.”

Why is Jimmy fighting so hard? Some 
rebellion is normal and desirable, but 
not continuous resistance 

[here are at least three times when 
a physically well child will get into bat- 
tles with his folks: One is when he is al- 
wavs being corrected. A second is when 
his wishes are repeatedly denied. And a 
third is when he does not receive enough 
affection 

Let's look at the first one: constant 
correction 

Because they love their child and 
want to be proud of him, many parents 
overdo the business of correcting him 
Jimmy is criticized for getting his clothes 
dirty, pronouncing words incorrectly, 
sucking his thumb, failing to drink his 
milk, talking too much, singing ofl-key, 
missing the ball his father tosses, and 
forgetting which is his right hand and 
what comes after four 

Jimmy gets to believing that whatever 
he does is wrong and that it’s impossible 
to please his mom and dad. And con- 
cludes that there’s no reason to try. He 
has decided that getting grownups 
angry and unhappy is fair game, since 
they spend their time making Aum angry 
and unhappy 

Or take the child whose wishes are al- 


most always denied. 


Little Mary Swanson lives a_ block 
away from Jimmy. She has embarrassed 
her mother many times by throwing 
tantrums in public. Maybe it’s because 
Marv has grown used to seeing her re- 
quests refused almost automatically. 
Mary wants to play outdoors; her 
mother says it’s too cold. Mary wants 
to go to Jimmy’s to play; her mother 
says, “‘No,”’ so Mrs. Taylor won't think 
Mary is a nuisance. Mary wants to 
wear her pink dress to church; her 


mother insists on t lue one, Mary 
wants to stir up ake or wash the 
dishes or scrub the walls; her mother 
says, **No, you'll make a mess 

Mary is not only an unhappy, thwart- 
ed child: She is learning that her ideas 


are never any good 


Most unhappy of all are *! hovs and 
girls who are shortchane«d ov ai ection. 

These are the ones who know their 
parents only when there is something to 
be done: take a bath, eat a mez:. go to 
bed, get dressed, pick up toys. Vad and 
Mother have time to read the news- 
paper, go to a meeting, and clean 
house, but never time to read Sally a 
story or watch Scotty build a tower out 
of blocks, or listen to talk about a child’s 
world 

And so Sally and Scotty are lonely 
children. They may get to believing 
that their parents do not like them. 
Children who feel this way test a par- 
ents affection and gain his attention by 
rebellion and disobedience. It is as 
though the child were saying, ‘‘You 
don’t want to spend time with me when 
I'm trying to please you; Tl be bad 
and make you notice me!” 

You may be thinking, “Why, my 
child fights me, but I’m not like that! 
Most of us think we aren't guilty of 
these things, and perhaps you are one 
who is not. 

But at least you can find out. Carry a 
pad of paper and a pencil with you for a 
few days. Make note of each time you 
correct or command your child during 
the day. Note how many of his requests 
you refuse and how many you grant. 
Then write down exactly how much 
time you spend doing what he wants to 


do. You may be surprised !

Wen you decide to finish your attic for

We raised our roof to make such a dor- 
mer. The job wasn’t easy—you may need 
the help of a skilled carpenter. 

But whether you do the job (as we did) 
or hire it done, a shed dormer gives you the 
best headroom, light, and ventilation. 

We started our job by making detailed 
drawings, which helped determine that the 
job was structurally possible 

Actual work began with doubling floor

joists to carry end walls of the dormer. 
Questionable joints were strengthened 
with bolts. Angle irons reinforced the tie 
between joists and headers. 

Then subflooring was laid, rafters were 
cut and anchored, and the roof was raised 
on temporary supports. The window wall 
was framed in, sheathing went on enclosed 
areas, and we were ready for finishing. 

We had professional help with electrical 
work and plumbing extensions. It’s well 
to employ such specialists early, so you 
won't be holding up the job for them.

After you have recorded vour 
actions, you can do something 
about them. You have written 
how you behave with your young- 
ster; now write how he behaves 
with you. Put down everything he 
does that you dislike, everything 
over which you argue. 


_ 
Thek make a list of all the good 
things about him. This may grow 
more slowly. But that may be just 
because you're out of practice of 
thinking how good he really is. 
Think of his daily habits (there 
are many children who don’t do as 
well as yours in eating, sleeping, 
toileting, washing, dressing). Think 
of his general disposition, his abili- 
ty to get along with strange grown- 
ups and with other children. Think 
of his physical skills and budding 
creativeness. Think of his helpful- 
ness, or at least, his interest in help- 
ing. Think of his affection and 
generosity, his growing vocabulary, 
his curiosity, his developing in- 
itiative and responsibility. 

You may decide that your child 
will grow up to be all right after 
all, and that you are really proud 
of him. And you can help him by 
resolving to criticize less, grant his 
reasonable requests, and spend 
more time with him. 


- at the list of “bad” things 
your child does. Now pare it down 
to the three or four worst ones 
Choose your ground; concentrate 
on helping him overcome or elim- 
inate these. For the present, forget 
about the others. You can always 
return to them. 

It won't be easy to screen your 
list. Perhaps you find thumbsuck- 
ing most annoying. The things 
you finally decide to work on, 
however, must be habits you can 
reasonably expect to disappear 
with correction. Thumbsucking, 
bedwetting, crying are all outside 
this « ategory. 

[here are two ways to judge 
whether things you want to correct 
are really important. Ask this 
about each one: First, is it physical- 
ly dangerous or harmful to the 
child? Second, does it interfere 
with the rights of others? 

What, you ask, is physical harm? 
Although, you’re sure that running 
into the street is dangerous, you 
may not be sure about refusal to 
eat eggs.

You can decide the same way 
which requests to grant or deny.

This can be the time 
when your child becomes ac- 
quainted with you as an interested 
and agreeable frie nd, not as an un- 
familiar “‘boss.’ 

Knowing that you care enough 
for him to share his activities and 
accept his feelings will help your 
child weather occasions when you 
must insist on things he does not 
want to do 

So try these three things: (1) 
Correct only behavior which is 
definitely harmful to your child. 
(2) Refuse only requests which 
would be injurious in the same 
way. (3) Give him some of your 
time each day. 

You will discover, within a few 
months, that your rebellious, im- 
possible child can be a cooperative, 
pleasant, cheerful young person, 
and one of your very best friends.

Geraniums are always crisp and cheerful 


CUT SLIPS this month from your 
old potted geraniums or from ge- 
raniums in your flower border to 
root sturdy new plants for next 
season. Don’t keep geranium slips 
too wet—keep the soil just moist 
enough to prevent wilting. Put the 
slips in strong light but not direct 
sun until rooted. After sever il 
weeks, check geranium slips week- 


Pot the rooted slip firmly in 
soil, leaving a half-inch space 
at top of pot for water. Be 
sure water comes out drain- 
age hole in bottom of pot. 
Shade slips with newspapers 
for a day or two, then give 
them sun. Then keep soil no 
more than moderately moist 


Here you can see what hap- 
pened after the stem of this 
young geranium plant was cut 
back. Four young shoots have 
developed from buds in the 
axils of the leaves. This plant 
is now on its way to make 
an excellent bushy specimen 


ly for root growth. As soon as a 
number of roots have developed, 
pot slips in 3- to 34-inch pots. For 
the potting mixture, use 2 parts 
garden soil, 1 part peat or compost, 
and 1 part sand. When you see 
young shoots which have devel- 
oped in the axils of the leaves, you 
should shift the plant from a 3- 
inch pot to a larger one. 


To take a slip, select a stur- 
dy-looking stem and cut it 
off at least 5 inches from the 
tip. Cut the stem just below 
point where leaf is attached 
to stem. Let dry for half day. 
Cut this lower leaf off, almost 
flush with stem just before i 
serting slip in pot of verr 

lite or clean, well-washed sand 


After your geraniums are 
well established in pots, cut 
the stems back. This will as- 
sure a well-branched plant. 
It stops upward growth of the 
stem which forces the buds 
in axils of leaves to grow. 
You can start another new 
plant with tip you've cut off

Because they lived in Phoenix, 
they naturally took to Western 
ways—to the outdoors and the lore 
of the region. As a sideline from 
Bud’s teaching, for example, they 
created a now fabulous institution 
known as Bud Brown’s Barn, a 
locale for informal dances and 
barbecue dinners. It soon had to be 
doubled in capacity. With his kids, 
Bud had already begun ‘“‘collect- 
ing’’—not stamps, coins, or match- 
books, but guns, knives, and brand- 
ing irons from the pioneer days 
Today the Barn holds so many old 
vehicles, costumes, furniture pieces, 
tools, and such that it rivals the 
Arizona State Museum. More- 
over, it has given the Brown chil- 
dren a stature they might have 
missed. They touch, play with, and 
use the things of yesteryear; they see 
history as a living, fascinating truth.

Such an approach to living in- 
evitably made the Browns acquire 
horses, including Shetlands. ‘“‘No 
person can ride a horse much and 
stay ‘tight’ in muscles or nerves,” 
says Bud Brown. “This has made 
the horse important in modern life 
It's probably the secret of his 
spectacular comeback, after being 
almost pushed off the scene.”

learned restraint. Through its 
once childish scrawlings, the whole 
important “‘mystery” of money has 
been clarified for Francie.

human parent, I fear, is the readiest 
to slip into a dull kind of mental 
lethargy. He offers the alibi that he 
is too busy, too poor, too old, too 
unfortunate.

about adopted children. The 
Browns have given their invariable 
answers. Yes, Tim and Teddy do 
know.

It was such spirit that 
things done after the hurricane, 
when Corpus Christians built a 
sea wall that made the city secure 
against tidal waves. It was the cit- 
izens’ determination that got them 
their deepwater port two years 
later—to the day. And then the city 
started to grow 

Since 1920, Corpus Christi has 
been doubling its population every 
10 years. That makes good ammu- 
nition for the Chamber of Com- 
merce, but it can make a city look 
like Mrs. Murphy’s chowder 
Somebody had already tossed in 
the overalls by the time Corpus 
Christi had a chance to call a halt 
It took some doing before the city 
zoning and planning commission 
got things squared away for the 
orderly expansion that has taken 
place in Corpus Christi since World 
War II. But city officials were too 
busy after the war just providing 
“housekeeping’’—streets, water, 
and sanitation for over 2,000 acres 
of new subdivisions—to keep up 
with the big job of seeing that Cor- 
pus Christi was clean behind the 
ears.

You will 
find the small-flowered gladiolus 
more practical for indoor decora-

You do need well-worked soil 
in full sunlight, to grow good 
gladiolus. Do not handle the bulbs 
roughly Press the sides that show 
depressed root scars into the bot- 
tom of the furrow you have pre- 
pared for them. Space the bulbs 4 
to 6 inches apart. Cover them 3 
inches deep if your soil is medium- 
to-heavy clay loam. Increase this 
depth to 5 inches, not much more, 
if you are planting in a light, sandy 
loam soil. According to the variety, 
your gladiolus will bloom 60 to 90 
days after you plant them. 


Weeds must be removed from 
around gladiolus. But never hoe 
deeply within 6 inches of your 
plants. Water is important. See 
that your gladiolus get the equiv- 
alent of a 1-inch rain each week 
after the fourth leaf forms on the 
plants.

Your plants can be dug for 
cleaning and storing when the 
foliage starts to turn yellow.

Spread your bulbs to dry in 
an airy, frost-free spot for about 
three weeks. Then pull off the old 
skins and spent bulbs from be- 
neath the new bulbs. Sort the new 
bulbs for size.

DDT and spread larger bulbs in 
layers not more than three deep 
in open boxes or trays, and store 
at temperatures kept in the high

dry expanded mica. Planted shal- 
lowly next year, they will take on 
size quickly.

his hope and need for guidance 
When he found that here we were 
firm without being hostile, he be- 
came a happy boy. He had found 
something strong and _ positive 
cling to, something he could 
trust.” 

When a boy arrives at Eldora, 
he is confused, insecure, and 
frightened. Behavior under these 
circumstances ranges from passive 
resistance to violent antagonism, 
from weeping to threats. ‘I his very 
behavior is the first key to the boy's 
problems and to how they must 
be solved 

‘A child fears the unknown,” 
said Miles. “A boy who comes here 
is upset, and if he is thrown into un- 
familiar situations in which he is 
afraid he will make mistakes and be 
punished, nothing can be done. So 
our first job, while studying the 
new boys, is to make him feel re- 
laxed and safe.” 


% 
EF. 21 days the new boys are 
kept together. During this period 
they’re told just how the training 
school operates, what to expect, 
and what will be expected of them. 
They learn what schedules are, the 
work open to them, what freedoms 
and privileges may be earned, and 
what the punishments are for in- 
fractions. Before the new boy takes 
any active part in school life, he 
knows what is ahead, has lost his 
fear, and knows where he stands 

This feeling of security.’ Miles 
said, “perhaps the first the boy has 
ever known, has in itself worked 
miracles with some of our boys 
And when I see what it can do for 
boys who are emotionally sick, I 
see how important it is for every 
parent to use the same method at 
home to prevent problems. 

I would say that there are mil- 
lions of homes in which the chil- 
dren don’t know where they stand, 
or just what their part in family life 
is. And itis up to the parents to pro- 
vide that ‘protective information,’ 
so the child knows what he is sup- 
posed to do, what is expected of 
him, and why. 

“Many parents believe it is 
‘good’ for the child to be thrust 
blindly into new situations, think- 
ing it teaches him to stand on his 
feet, when it does just the opposite. 

“A child will feel he cannot 
wholly trust a parent who allows 
him—-or pushes him—into strange 
and frightening situations. Instead 
of heading off insecurity, the parent 
is building it, and then can’t un- 
derstand why the boy becomes a 
clinging vine, the very ‘sissy’ he 
wasn't supposed to be.’ 

“How about the overprotected 
youngster?” | I asked Miles. “I 
know you get a good many boys 
from broken homes, and boys who 
have been rejected by their par- 
ents. But how many do you get 
who are loved to an extreme? “ 

“Not many,” he answered, “‘be- 
cause often the parent who errs on 
the side of too much care is interest- 
ed enough in the child to change

CENTRAL-EAST 


Make preparations for repairing bare spots in your lawn 
or for starting a new lawn. But wait until late in the month 
for actual sowing of seed. Grade an area for a new lawn, and 
have it ready for seeding. Late summer is the ideal time of 
year for sowing grass seed. Few weed seeds germinate at this 
time to compete with young grass which thickens by winter 
and is off to an early start in spring. Reseed on top of dead 
crabgrass if your lawn is established. Keep the seedings 
moist until fall rains take over. 

Plant autumn crocus, sternbergias, iris, daylilies, Oriental 
poppies, and Madonna lilies 

Inspect your lilacs and dogwoods for stem borers. With a 
fine wire, probe any borer holes you find in your lilac stems. 
Squirt 5 to 7 drops of carbon disulfide in each borer hole 
with a dropper or an oilcan. Plug holes at once with gum, 
wax, or wet soil. Dig borers out of dogwoods with a knife. 
Waterproof all wounds over two inches in diameter with 
tree paint. 

Sprinkle a handful of plant food in a band around each 
of your dahlia plants this month, and water it in. Be sure 
to give your dahlias plenty of water during hot, dry weather 
Thin your late beets and carrots, leaving 3-inch spacings 
between them. Keep fruits picked on your peppers, egg- 
plants, and cucumbers to allow new ones to develop

Sow seed of yellow alyssum, candytuft, and hollyhocks 
in Upper and Middle South. Plant qui 
such as zinnias and cosmos, for fall flowers in Middle and

Cut no lawn in the South shorter than 2 inches this month.

It will become well established before the first killing frost. 
Delay sowing Kentucky bluegrass in Upper South until next 
month. 

Plant early-flowering sweetpeas in Lower South. Plant 
glad bulbs, bearded iris, autumn crocus, and Madonna 
lilies along the Gulf Coast and Florida. 

Feed, water, and mulch your mums and dahlias for lots 
of good fall blooms. Water frequently trees and shrubs that 
you planted last fall 

Prune your hybrid tea roses in half or about half as much 
as you did in March. Feed your rose bed with 4 pounds of 
plant food for every 100 square feet of soil. Soak the soil well 
to dissolve and carry the plant food down. 

Check and water your window-box, potted, and tubbed 
plants daily during August. Heat dries the soil rapidly.

We had the first sweet corn of the season for dinner the other night

The third question is, ““What is 
this rose? It’s Peace, isn’t it?”” The 
answer is, “No.” It is Golden 
Dawn, one of the greatest roses in 
the world. At this time of year, the 
blooms do resemble Peace, but the 
plant is low and bushy and it has 
many more blooms than Peace. It 
is also resistant to black spot. 

In the mail was a box of new 
iris. | can’t let a summer pass with- 
out putting some out. An impor- 
tant part of the contents was a col- 
lection of Table Iris with the most 
entrancing names such as Che- 
wink, Daystar, Kinglet, Pewee, 

litmouse, Two for Tea, Widget, 
and Zingara. Most of these were 
originated by Mary Williamson of 
Indiana. Table Iris is a race of 
bearded iris that bloomsat the same 
time as the Tall Bearded. Table 
Iris have dainty, small flowers on 
slender, wiry stems. The foliage is 
narrow 

Most iris fans don’t pay much 
attention to them. They go for the 
tall, striking, big-flowered kinds. 
But the artistic soul who loves 
beauty and likes to carry such in- 
doors finds delight in them. And 
what a treasure they are for the 
litde garden! 

I set them out, while David 
picked that cooking kettle of Mag- 
gie’s full of more blackberries. I 
cultivated six more rose rows, 
changed my duds, and set off to the 
dinner meeting of our men’s rose 
club.

growing conditions, they chose

Midwesterners, who think all 
Texans are as tall as their stories, 
are surprised to find that most 
people in the city are not native 
Corpus Christians, but people who 
discovered that business prophets 
are guilty of understatement rather 
than extravagance whenever they 
forecast the future of Texas. 


ee Christi attracts new in- 
dustries as it draws tourists—and 
the tourist trade is a 12-million- 
dollar industry in itself. A few 
months after the winter fishermen 
go home to Iowa, Minnesota, and 
the Dakotas, the “summer crowd” 
from San Antonio, Houston, and 
Dallas comes down to Corpus to 
get away from the heat and enjoy 
the beaches. 

You can’t call Corpus Christi a 
boom town because it’s been boom- 
ing so loud and so long that the 
term doesn’t fit the facts. The area 
contains vast natural gas and petro- 
leum fields; it promises to become 
the chemical center of the country, 
producing synthetic organics

Dhccite Corpus Christi is con- 
stantly growing, it is an exciting 
city, fast-moving, young in spirit. 
The average man in Corpus knows 
that many of the city’s dreams will 
come true in his own lifetime. He’s 
proud of the industrial growth of 
his city; he knows that will come 
just as surely as the breeze off the 
Bay. He knows that his weekend 
playground, Padre Island, will 
soon be as famous as Daytona 
Beach. He knows that. But he 
dreams of the day when the Driscoll 
Children’s Hospital is completed 
and any youngster in the five- 
county area around Corpus Christi 
will be admitted there free of 
charge. The average Corpus Chris- 
tian points with pride to hundreds 
of acres of new homes springing up 
around him, but what he really 
appreciates is the unselfish effort of 
the Civic Beautification Associa- 
tion, people who have made him 
prouder of what he has. 

Your average citizen feels bad 
about what last winter’s unprece- 
dénted two-day freeze did to the 
palms and oleanders along the bay 
front, but he says: “If they don’t 
come back, we'll replant ’em all.
